For‘the second time I met Lenin 


at the Stockholm conference of our 


Party in 1906. At this conference 
the Bolsheviks suffered a defeat. 
They remained in the minority, vie- 
tory going to the Mensheviks. Yet 
not for an instant did Lenin resem- 


ble those leaders who lose courage, | 


and despair. On the contrary, defeat 
hed turned Lenin into a bundle of 
energy which cheered and revived 
the members of his group. To those 
Who were ready to throw in the 
sponge Lenin warned: “Don't give 
up, Comrades, we will conquer for} 
We are in the right.” The defeat of | 
the Bolsheviks proved temporary 
At the next congress of the par y 
in London, in 1907, the Bolshevik 
faction was victorious. 

How dir’ Lenin take Victory? He 
did not gloat. On the contrary he 
became more circumspect and 
persevering. His first words to his 
followers were: “You won, now 
solidify your ranks; the enemy has 
not yet been routed. He must be 
destroyed.” It was characteristic 
of Lenin not to let victory go to 
his head or to the heads of the 
delegates. The Bolsheviks, he 
cautioned, must not overestimate 
their own strength or underesti- 
mate the strength of their oppon- 
ents. He thereby insured the party 
against possible surprises, 

Lenin prized the opinion of the 
majority of his party, but he never 
was the prisoner of that majority. 
There were moments in the history 
of our party when the opinion of 
the majority and the momentary in- 
terests of the Party came into con- 
flict with the basic interests of the 
proletariat. In such instances Lenin, 
without hesitation lined up with 
those standing for a principle and 
against the majority of the Party, 
More than that; he was not afraid 
in such cases to stand alone against 
everybody

HEN it comes to a matter of religion, the average man is often

Important as this internal Army | 
reorganization may be, it is most 
unfortunate that the news has been 
broken to the American people in 
misleading terms. The announce- 
ment came to us in phrases about 
“a separate air arm,” “independent 
/ equality,” “free from ground rule” 
and the like which convey the | 
utterly false impression that Amer- | 
ica's air power has attained a stand- 
ing of independent equality with 
the Army and the Navy. | 
DELAY UTILIZATION 
| Nothing of the sort has happened 
jand confusion on this score can | 
only bewilder public opinion and | 
delay the utmost utilization of our 
lair potential What has happened 
}is desirable, buy. it has nothing to 
do with the kind of a unified, | 
autonomous air force which Gen 
eral Mitchell and his disciples have 
pleaded for. We do not have the 
equivalent of the British Air Min 
istry and its Royal Air Force. lt 
is essential that Americans under- | 
stand this thoroughly, if we are to) 
lead and not trail in aviation 

The Army air forces in any given 
theatre of war now have the same 
independence of action hitherto 
enjoyed by the ground forces. But | 
they continue tq work within the 
larger strategic patterns conceived 
by the Army and Navy, in the 
formulation of which airmen par- 
ticipate only as subordinates and 
consultants. No less important 
they work with equipment refiec 
there

ing that over-all strategy and 
fore are dependent on “surface 
minds.” 


HOMELY COMPARISON 


Let me use a homely comparison 
Suppose the railroads go into the | 
the air transport business, as a} 
supplement to their main under- | 
taking. They give aviation execut-| 
ives, whom they hire and fire at | 
will, autonomy to run the air lines 
—but within the over-all business 
policy established by a board of 
railroadmen, who alone shall have | 
final authority and within the 
budget assigned to them by that| 
board. } 

It would be silly, under those 
; circumstances, to assert that the/| 
air lines have equality with the 
railroads. The aviation men could | 
expand or change policies or re- | 
form equipment only after convine- 
ing their railroad superiors of its 


desirability. For instance, it would 
|be impossible for the aviation 
executives to break the news to 


| the board that a maior portion of 
the whole railroad system ought to 
be abandoned in favor of air lines 
with corresponding changes in the 
board personnel. Only when these 
aviation people have the same full 
and final scope to formulate busi- 
ness strategy and independent 
capital to implement it, will they 
have the kind of independence rail- 
roads enjoy 

The autonomy granted to avia- 
tion within the structure of the 
| Army remains of a subordinate 
| character. Besides, it affects only 
| part of our air potential, the part 
owned by the Army. As far as 
Our major national strategy is 
concerned, aviation continues to 
be an auxiliary in its concept 
and consequently also in its 
equipment. 


In 1941 when the Army similarly 
Bave some additional leeway to its 
air forces, the ‘aie General An- 
drews, one of the most far-seeing 
airmen in our nation's history 
wrote me 

“IT have just seen a copy of the 
new Army regulations setting up 
the autonomous Air Force which 
Mr. Stimson mentioned some time 
back. It does not go far enough in 
my opinion, because it still leaves 
| too much influence on the technical 
development in the hands of 
ground thinking men The prime 
consideration in the technical de 
velopment of the airplane should 
be its strategic role and not it

By using left-overs for Monday's 
menu, you can achieve war-time 
saving, plus good eating. But you 
need modern recipes. How do 
you like these? 

MEAT ROLL 
(Serves 8) 

One and one-half cups finely 
chopped cooked meat, “4 cup chop- 
ped ripe olives, 1 tablespoon grated 
onion, 2 tablespoons chopped sweet. 
pickle, 2 tablespoons chopped pars- 
ley, “4 teaspoon sall, % teaspoon 
pepper, % teaspoon dry mustard, | 
cup sifted whole wheat flour, 1 cup 
sifted all-purpose flour, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder, '% teaspoon salt, 5 
tablespoons fat, 2-3 cup milk. 

Mix together the first 8 ingredi- 
ents and let stand while making bis- 
cult dough. Sifto together flour, 
baking powder and salt. Cut in fat 
until fine as meal. Add milk and 
mix to form a soft dough. Roll 
dough to rectangle %% inch thick. 
Spread meat mixture on dough and 
roll as jelly roll. Seal edges. Place 
in greased oblong baking dish, 
brush top with cream and bake in 
hot oven (425 degrees F.) 30 min- 
utes. Serve hot with muchroom 
sauce or rich gravy. 

TASTY MEAT PIE 
(Serves 6) 

Three tablespoons fat, 1 cup 
sliced onions, 3 tablespoons flour, 
1% teaspoons salt, %4 teaspoon 
ginger, dash of pepper, 2% cups 
vegetable water and milk, 2 cups 
cooked vegetables, 144 cups cooked 
lefi-over meat, 30 crackers, finely 
rolled; 1% teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 3 tablespoons fat, 2 tablespoons 
chopped parsley, 1 egg, beaten; 2-3 


cup milk 
Saute onion in fat until yellow, 
Add flour and seasonings and 


blend. Add liquid and cook until 
thickened. Stir in vegetables and 
meat. Pour into greased baking 
dish. Add baking powder to cracker 
crumbs, Cut in fat. Add parsley, 
egg and milk and mix well, Spread 
over the top of vegetable-meat mix- 
ture and bake in hot oven (425 de- 
grees F.) 30 minutes.

A problem of great concern confronting the administra- 
tion this year is the shortage of housing accommodation for 
the rapidly increasing population. The rate of increase for 
the past decade averaged about 39 per annum, but during 
the past year it has been over 9%, and owing to the necessary 
war time restrictions, and increased costs of both building 
materials and labor, it has not been possible to provide 
sufficient new dwellings to accommodate such a large influx, 
and were it not fdr the generous response made by so many 
of our citizens to the appeals of the Emergency Accommoda- 
tion Bureau to open their homes to those in need of shelter, 
the results would have been even more serious than they 
are today. Despite the restrictions before mentioned, more 
houses have, and are being erected in the City, than at any 
time during the past thirty years. If the Fall weather is not | 
too severe, it is hoped that approximately 950 to 1,000 
dwellings will be completed before the end of the year, which 
will aid very materially in alleviating the situation, The work 
of the members of the Emergency Accommodation Bureau 
is worthy of the highest commendation. They have per-
